Canadians continue to under- 
stand the benefits of ample pub- 
lic funding, problem was, of 
course, that our governments 
had to go into hock in order to 
shell out at the rate that they 
were. Therefore, so our grand- 
kids’ grandkids wouldn't have 
to pay for our extravagances, 
1990s legislatures decided it 

was time to stop the deficit 
spending. Since the populace was in 
no mood to pay even more taxes, gov- 
ernments have had to reduce their expen- 
ditures, and the primary victims have 
been health and education. We are now 
feeling the true price of the cuts, with clo- 
sures and growing labour strife in those 
sectors. 

For universities in Quebec, the dras- 
tic reduction in operating budgets has 
been compounded by a tuition freeze. 
The government, it seems, is more con- 
cerned with gaining the votes of the 
young than with properly educating 
them. So what are universities to do? 
Since there’s barely enough in the cof- 
fers to keep up with basics like salaries 
and overhead, in order to meet the con- 
tinual need to fund capital projects and 
the growing demand for student aid, 
institutions such as Concordia have had 
to approach their university communi- 
ties, alumni and the public at large and 
make the big ask. 

University fundraising drives are as 
old as the schools themselves, but 
Canadian university campaigns of the 
90s have been at levels never seen in

this country before, and we Canadians 
have been sharing some of our wealth: 
donors helped McGill reach a then- 
Canadian record $200 million a few 
years ago, and are pushing U of T to- 
wards its staggering target of $575 mil- 
lion by the year 2002. Concordia’s 
Campaign for a New Millennium goal 
of $55 million looks modest by com- 
parison, but considering our University 
is just hitting 25 and our grads are fewer 
and younger (and therefore less afflu- 
ent), it was pretty ambitious nonethe- 
less. Although the folks on the 
campaign team are reluctant to reveal 
the final amount raised until their big 
celebration event on October 1, be- 
tween you and me, Concordia will 

well surpass $55 million. 

This issue of Concordia University 
Magazine focuses on the Campaign as 
it winds down. We look at just how 
the money will be spent; examine 
some of the worthy projects enabled 
by the Campaign in each faculty; and 
pay tribute to the volunteers and 
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donors whose generosity will help Con- 
cordia continue to attract top students 
while providing them with the tools 
they'll need to earn the best education 
possible well into the new millennium. 

Now truly is a turning point for the 
University. Believe it or not, by the time 
you read this Concordia will have just 
passed its 25th birthday.

We'll be celebrating this silver 
anniversary with events and activities 
throughout the next year — look to 
page 21 for details. Our magazine will 
mark the occasion by covering the cele- 
brations over the next few issues, high- 
lighted by a special 25th Anniversary 
Issue in March 2000.

hen Concordia University embarked on the 

Campaign for a New Millennium in 1996, the 

members of the Campaign team were confident that they 
would meet and surpass the $55-million goal — but the 
daunting task still lay ahead. No more. The objective has 
been met, with much hard work and considerable dedica- 
tion by a committed team of volunteers and donors, sup- 
ported by the highly motivated professionals in the Cam- 
paign office. Now that the pledges are in, the fun can start: 
putting the much needed funds to work. Those funds will 
support students, the libraries and undergraduate and 
graduate initiatives in each faculty. In the following pages, 
several of those involved in the Campaign explain their 
motivation for helping out Concordia, while the deans dis- 
cuss their vision for each of the faculties. With the wind 
from the Campaign at its back, Concordia, at the age of 25, 


is set to sail into the next millennium. 
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t the Faculty of Arts and Science June 1999 con- 
vocation, Dean Martin Singer, a specialist in Chinese 


history, cited a Chinese aphorism: “With danger comes 
opportunity.” The “danger” he was referring to is, in part, 
the oft-discussed funding cutbacks. But, as the ancient 
Chinese aphorist knew, danger is not a solitary traveller. 
Its companion — opportunity — has arrived at Concordia. 
Some of that opportunity is here thanks to the compassion 
of people such as Michal Hornstein. Hornstein, a concentra- 
tion camp survivor, arrived in Canada in 1951 and estab- 
lished Federal Construction in Montreal with his late brother, 
Romek. His success has brought him a wide range of holdings 
— which at one time included the Guy-Metro building — 
and he is an avid collector of old masters’ paintings. But 
Hornstein also has a strong sense of his own roots, and a 
memory of the trials he endured en route to his successes. 
Thus Concordia’s strong tradition of accessible education 
and its egalitarian philosophy appealed to him. “When | 
was informed of Concordia’s history of accepting all kinds of 
students — white, black, Jewish — it meant a lot to me,” he 
says. Thus he set up the Romek Hornstein Memorial Award, 
a $125,000 gift for an endowed graduate fellowship which 
will help to continue that tradition for future students. He 
says simply, “I want to help students in need.” 


Playing to our strengths 

Gifts such as Hornstein’s will abet Arts and Science as it 
prepares itself for the future. But other challenges remain. 
Dean Singer’s “danger” also referred to the early retirements 
which have shrunk Concordia’s professoriate dramatically. 
Arts and Science has been the hardest hit: the University’s 
largest faculty, with 61 percent of the student body, has seen 
over 100 senior professors retire in the past four years. Yet 
that also translates into opportunity, in the form of new hir- 
ings: 50 young tenure-track professors have been brought in 
by the faculty within the past two years, with more to come. 
Rebuilding the ranks of the fulltime faculty is the number 
one priority in Arts and Science. But the task requires that 
choices be made about which programs to emphasize. “We 
are playing to our strengths,” says Singer, citing psychology, 
chemistry and political science as areas where Concordia 
excels. New programs are being developed in biotechnology 
as well, and in the related field of genomics. “We don’t have 
the resources to offer a broad academic smorgasbord,” he 
explains, “but we can provide a few choice dishes.”

The director of IEC Holden Inc. in Mon- 
treal is in many ways the archetypal Concordia alum- 
nus. “I got married at 19, and the only way I could get 
a university education was at night while working fulltime,” 
he says. Sir George Williams allowed him the chance for that 
university education. After six years of moonlighting, he 
received a BSc in 1967, and six years later he completed his 
MBA. “My success in life wouldn’t have been possible with- 
out Sir George,” Briscoe says by way of explaining his 
$50,000 Campaign gift. The Robert J. Briscoe MBA Award 
Endowment Fund will distribute money annually to a stu- 
dent developing entrepreneurship skills. 

Briscoe isn’t alone in rallying behind one of the best busi- 
ness schools in Canada. The faculty’s accreditation with the 
prestigious International Association for Management Edu- 
cation has earned it a reputation synonymous with excel- 
lence. And that reputation has drawn gifts of endowed pro- 
fessorships — such as the Distinguished Professorship in 
Marketing through the Royal Bank of Canada’s gift of 
$550,000 — and chairs in areas as diverse as finance, 
accounting and entrepreneurship. Concordia professor 
Bakr Ibrahim is Director of the Concordia Centre for Small 
Business and Entrepreneurial Studies (CCSBES) and author 
of seminal textbooks in the field. Thanks to Ibrahim and a 
$350,000 gift from the Canadian Imperial Bank of Com- 
merce, the faculty will benefit from a Distinguished Profes- 
sorship in Family Business and Entrepreneurial Studies.

A solid foundation 

Donor support of the faculty’s leading talents has been a 
critical part of the Capital Campaign because it helps coun- 
teract the faculty’s most pressing issue: competing with top 
business schools in the U.S. while adhering to a relatively low 
budget. As with small-market teams in professional sports, 
the faculty is faced with the constant struggle of developing 
a strong team only to have stars lured away by the promise 
of larger salaries down south. “The brain drain happens here 
more than anywhere else,” bemoans Mohsen Anvari, Dean 
of the Faculty of Commerce and Administration. But with 
the Campaign’s infusion, “now. we have been given the tools 
to build a solid foundation for the future, and with these 
endowments in place we can concentrate on developing the 
faculty in other ways.” 

According to Anvari, these other ways include incorporat- 
ing new educational technologies, developing strong and 
original programs, and upgrading facilities. “We need to 
diffuse instructional technology more thoroughly in the 
faculty,” he says, adding that one benefit of this technology 
is the development of five new distance education classes. 
The faculty has also opened a “branch office” in Toronto 
which will offer selected graduate programs, and has devel- 
oped a unique MBA program in aviation management. 
“What Harvard is to business administration, we are to avia- 
tion management,” says a grinning Anvari. With talent and 
teamwork in the form of solid student and alumni support 
and a stellar batting order of professors, the faculty contin- 
ues to build for successful seasons to come. @

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hink globally, act locally. Susan Raymer, L BA 
71, took that adage to heart when she was con- 
sidering a gift to the University. Even though by 
her own admission Raymer, President of Rayrow 
Realties in Montreal, wouldn’t know a monitor from a CPU, 
she believed that in a shrinking world students would better 
learn innovative ways of thinking about problems through 
exchange with other students and exposure to other cultures. 
Therefore Raymer endowed $125,000 to enable engineering 
and computer science students to travel to the Technion- 
Israel Institute of Technology, the renowned university based 
in Haifa. Concordia has already enjoyed faculty exchange 
with Technion, and through the Goldie and Joe Raymer 
Endowment, says Raymer, “students will also benefit from 
experiencing a different culture.” With Raymer’s assistance, 

a Concordia education can extend across the globe. 

Norman D. Hébert is concerned with a global issue of 
another sort: the automobile. “I’ve been in the auto business 
all my life,” observes the President of Groupe Park Avenue 
Inc. His goal, Hébert says, is to help others know cars as 
well as he does by assisting students and the Department of 
Mechanical Engineering to evolve, “particularly in research 
of the hybrid car” — a car that is powered both by diesel 
gasoline and electricity. The environmentally friendly hybrid 
car should one day be a familiar sight on our roads, thanks 
to the foresight of benefactors like Hébert. “This is a contri- 
bution both to Concordia and to the community,” he says 
of his $250,000 gift, which recognizes the excellent results 
obtained over the years by the Concordia student chapter 
of the Society of Automotive Engineers. 

Hébert’s and Raymer’s endowments are two of the many 
Campaign initiatives which have stirred the cockles of hearts 
in the Faculty of Engineering and Computer Science. Indeed, 
beneath the calm professional exterior of the engineer, com- 
puter programmer or circuit designer throbs the pulse of an 
excited human being, because it is a vibrant time for them: the 
future belongs to the creator of technology. That excitement is 
reflected in the faculty's optimism. With a new building in the 
plans, a core of new information technology (IT) programs 
and a host of others, this optimism has solid foundations. 


Distinct programs 

Nabil Esmail, dean of the faculty, is singing an upbeat 
tune about the university’s engagement with IT. “Our soft- 
ware engineering programs will make Concordia a hub for 
information technology teaching and research,” he promises. 
This September, Concordia will have six distinct programs 
based around computers. No other university in Canada has 
such a comprehensive educational offering in the field. The 
faculty decided to pursue this range of options because there 
was demand from industry, the public and government for a 
high-level IT research and educational institution. 

The computer-based academic programs also require new 
facilities, and another happy consequence of the Capital 
Campaign is that the faculty will establish a research facility 
featuring the largest group of computer labs in Montreal. 
The labs will do more than satisfy the cravings of the infor- 
mation technology team; Computers are important today 
because they are everywhere, in every kind of engineering. 
Thus the new labs will create a powerful force for synergy 
among the different departments in the faculty. Aerospace, 
transportation, building, environment, pattern recognition, 
telecommunications, mechanical engineering: all will benefit 
from the central resource, says Esmail. “I am very excited 
about what we have been doing here,” he concludes.

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anadian art history is a neglected subject,” 
laments Stephen Jarislowsky, a Montreal business per- 
son and collector of Canadian art. But he is doing his 
best to raise its profile. After pondering the problem, 
Jarislowsky concluded that one solution was to endow a 
Chair in Canadian Art History, the first of its kind in 
Canada. “Once I made that decision, it was a matter of 
finding the right fit,” he explains. Concordia provided that 
fit, so his donation of $500,000 will sponsor the Stephen 
A. Jarislowsky Chair in Canadian Art History. This will 
strengthen Concordia’s already lofty status in Canadian 
art scholarship, according to Dean of Fine Arts Christopher 
Jackson. “We have a large gallery collection, and the Journal 
of Canadian Art History is based here.” 

Concordia’s fine arts program is the largest and one of the 
most extensive in Canada; art historians, painters, filmmak- 
ers and installation artists rub elbows in the student lounge. 
But despite the difference in disciplines, the students and 
professors are not without some common concerns, and one 
of the most prominent these days is the growing role being 
played by new technologies in the arts. The faculty has 
addressed this new role enthusiastically. “We have always 
had a multi-faceted approach to art making,” notes Jackson, 
“with most students drawing from several disciplines.” New 
technologies do not replace older forms — the paintbrush 
will remain a critical tool — but digital art is now another 
medium that artists can use both for creative expression 
and as a marketable skill. 

Concordia’s two-year-old Digital Image and Sound pro- 
gram is the first in Canada to act on this demand. It offers 
a joint major with computer science, in addition to being 
graced with a state-of-the-art Silicon Graphics computer lab 
and multimedia labs courtesy of dedicated fundraising and 
the assistance of Imasco, which gave $400,000 towards the 
lab. The bond with new technologies will be made stronger 
by a gift of $300,000 to create the Daniel Langlois Chair in 
Digital Technologies and the Fine Arts. Says Jean Gagnon of 
the Fondation Daniel Langlois, “The goal is to help join art, 
science and technology, especially as the question of the 
content of new technologies is very important.” Often the

people who can best provide content are the artists working 
in conjunction with — or as — programmers. The chair will 
encourage exploration of software as an artistic tool to nar- 
row the gap between artists and scientists. 


Cosmopolitan flavour 


The Campaign for a New Millennium allowed the chance 
for these types of programs and initiatives in every faculty to 
flourish, and for those with fond memories of their school 
days to come home. For Honor Robertson, BFA 84, GrDip 
84, MA 93, the strength of her memories of pursuing degrees 
in art history at Concordia inspired her to join the Cam- 
paign efforts. “I felt it was time to give something back to the 
university,” she says. “It’s hard to say ‘no’ to something that 
you have benefited from so much.” While making a gener- 
ous donation to the University, Robertson also canvassed 
other potential donors. While she modestly downplays her 
contribution — “I’m not a stellar performer; I hate asking 
people for money” — she adds, “My time is also a gift to the 
University.” And the gift, she insists, was warranted. “It is 
one of the best programs in Canada,” Robertson says. “There 
is a wonderful cosmopolitan flavour, a tremendous mix that 
you could not get anywhere else. And,” she emphasizes, 

“I had a lot of fun here.” With the assistance of Robertson, 
Jarislowsky and others, the faculty — and Concordia — 
will continue to provide stimulation and a state-of-the-fine- 
art education for students for years to come. ®

In addition to the private and -. 
corporate donations which the 
Campaign receives, in 1997 Con- 
cordia students voted for a mandatory student contribution 
to the Capital Campaign, to be paid out over 10 years. The 
amount will total $9 million, a sum that students should be 
proud of as it is the single largest gift solicited by the Cam- 
paign. Students contribute $2 per credit to a maximum of 
$60 per year, which may not seem like an exorbitant amount 
but when combined with other fees becomes significant. 
Concordia students already support a number of necessary 
and worthwhile ventures with per-credit fees, including stu- 
dent associations — CSU, CASA and ECA — two student 
newspapers and a host of other initiatives. The new fee has 
caused some controversy among students because it’s seen as 
an additional expense at a time when many are finding 
themselves with large debt. 

In truth, students should regard their contribution to the 
Campaign as a charitable donation rather than just another 
fee. The student money directly benefits students. Cutting-

The person who was to catch the 95- 
lb. Oliver saw over 400 pounds of humanity falling towards him, and 
ae aside. The three landed on a borrowed antique dining table, 
smashing it into several pieces. Oliver was then carried out front as if 
nothing had happened.

s Concordia begins its 26th 
year with a series of celebra- 
i tory, commemorative activi- 

ties following up on an 

5 unprecedented, successful cap- 

ital campaign, some critical 

self-reflection about who we are and 

where we are going is in order. 

For a start, we might invite the entire 
Concordia community to propose a 
more fitting and noble motto than 
“Real Education for the Real World.” 
Judging by how often Concordians 
use this phrase, one might conclude 
that it really says something that lends 
appropriate dignity to our University. 

I understand that for many our motto 
communicates something warm, fuzzy 
and practical. I disagree. At the risk of 
sounding like a curmudgeon, I suggest 
that, at best, it is a meaningless mantra 
and at worst, it is anti-intellectual and 
idealizes mediocrity, even as we move 
to recognizing and supporting ever-in- 
creasing areas of excellence and accom- 
plishment at Concordia. 

Of course, university mottoes have a 
tendency to be banal or to impart self-in- 
dulgent platitudes, but at least they should 
idealize pursuits that enrich what a uni- 
versity should aim for, be it “Enter to 
Learn and Depart to Serve,” “Cultivate 
Your Virtue, Advance Your Intellect,” 
“Achievement Through Effort,” “Strength 
Through Truth,” or “If You Wish to 
Learn, Enter: We Welcome You.” Our 
“Real Education for the Real World” fails 
to declare the intellectual high road that 
academic life at Concordia offers. 

Real education in university demands 
something more than job training, 
technical skills or adult education, all 
important but frequently better done

outside the university, at considerably 
less cost. Universities need to focus on 
what they are singularly best able to 
provide. Regardless of one’s faculty or 
major, a meaningful university educa- 
tion should make us increasingly aware 
of our inadequacy and ignorance, and 
inspire the imagination to strive for 
ideals that cultivate the mind beyond 
who we currently are and what we al- 
ready know. Concordia’s success can- 
not simply be measured by our 
students’ first job, but by their vocation,

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career choices and accomplishment 
throughout life. 

The pursuit of “reality” is limiting un- 
less it is understood as inseparable from 
the pursuit of ideas and ideals. Educa- 
tion should be unsettling and provok- 
ing, not a tool to reinforce existing 
community values and prevailing ortho- 
doxy. Teaching and learning begin with 
the attempt to master a body of knowl- 
edge, but an education for life takes a 
lifetime. If your Concordia experience 
imparted a sense of curiosity, the aware- 
ness that you still have a need to learn 
and you are capable of learning a great 
deal more, you have been well served. 

The second part of Concordia’s motto 
(mission?) is even more disturbing. Ed- 
ucation for the real world was tradition- 


ally identified with the study of the 
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liberal arts. Literacy was the currency of 
marketability (it still is). However, 20th 
century “real world” barbarism has fre- 
quently transformed and subordinated 
intellectual life to serve state power. The 
tragedy of the university intelligentsia 
has been its frequent accommodation 
and compliance with authority, whether 
it be to “socialist realism,” “Nazi re- 
alpolitik” or the small stakes associated 
with self-interested careerism. It is the 
responsibility of students, faculty and 
alumni to resist all authorities who 


would marginalize the life of the mind, 


disparage seemingly idiosyncratic re- 
search and subordinate it to the market 


_ and pseudo-realism. 


The support of our alumni needs to 
be earned. They are not only our finan- 


_ cial benefactors, but potentially our best 


recruiters. I am confident that Concor- 
dia has merited the support of its grad- 
uates despite its motto, but we should 
do better by finding the apt, elegant ex- 
pression that symbolizes the positive 


_ Concordia experience. 


Recently, the University of Chicago 
introduced curriculum reform that, for 


_ many of its graduates, compromised 


academic standards. Students and 
alumni organized a day of protest — a 
“fun-in” — to satirize the “lightened” 
image that Chicago wanted to project to 
entice new applicants. With the active 
support of distinguished faculty like Saul 
Bellow and David Riesman, 1,700 people 
showed up to protest. Alumni made 
their views known and the “reforms” 
were soon withdrawn. How many of us 
would show up to defend “Real Educa- 
tion for the Real World”? ®
